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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

Figures 1-5 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled

Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1- 
10 and 16-53 non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-10 and 16-53 have 
been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claim 11 is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the Applicant 
discloses in claim 1 a fiber optic communication system adapted to receive an FM 
singal and output an AM signal, and the system comprises a filter based on properties 
of a spectral plot of its transmission intensity versus frequency. While prior art such as 
U.S. Patent 6,298,186 discusses filter (grating) and relationship of the transmission 
intensity and the frequency, prior art do not disclose a slope at an optimum operating 
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point's spectral position or an average slope calculated from between the operating 
point and a point having intensity 10 dB below the operating point. It is the examiner's 
opinion that the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a filter having a logarithmic transmission versus frequency spectral plot 
with an average slope of about 1 to 2 dB/GHz and a slope at an operating point of less 
than about 0.5 dB/GHz in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claim. 

Claims 12-15 are allowed as they depend upon claim 11. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
